Peter  The  Great 


As  time  ])iisses  on,  we  licji-in  to  t'or- 
•>;et  the  i>rcat  nn'ii  of  tlie  past  who  luivi' 
ht'l])C(l  to  civilize  nations,  advance  tlic 
sciences,  and  aholisli  had  p-oveniinent. 
We  think  only  of  the  present-day  ac- 
c<nn|ilishnients  and  not  of  tlic  men  who 
hiid  the  foundations  upon  which  pres- 
ent-day men  are  huildinji'.  So  let  ns 
turn  lia(d\  the  jiagcs  of  liistor\'  and  looic 
u|)on  one  of  the  greatest  men.  in  the 
civilization  of  Kiissia,  in  fact,  one  of  the 
f,n-eatest  nu'n  of  all  Eui'0|ie — Peter  tiie 
(treat  of  Russia. 

Peter  ascended  the  throne  at  tiu'  ajic 
of  seventeen  and  found  the  country  in 
a  poor  state  of  att'airs.  The  country  had 
no  water  frontafj'i'  save  on  the  Artie 
ocean.  Its  commercial  interests  were 
chiefly  with  the  caravan  trade  of  East- 
ern Asia.  It  was  Peter's  mission  to 
make  Jiussia  a  country  of  Europe.  The 
first  thing  he  acconi|)lished  was  to  turn 
the  loose  militia  of  Russia  into  a  corn- 
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|(aet  standinji'  army.  His  ne.xt  step  was 
lo  tal\e  the  Sea  of  Azov  to  obtain  a 
footing'  on  th(^   Hlaclc  sea. 

.After  this  was  finished,  he  left  the 
eapilai  and  set  out  on  a  tour  through 
iMirope.  Arsenals  an<l  manufacturing 
estalilishments  were  visited  Instru- 
ments and"  models  were  purchased  and 
sent  home  to  Ix^  inntated.  lie  cruised 
on  hoard  Dutch  and  English  ships  and 
\vhene\ei'  he  found  a  workirian.  an 
architect,  or  ofiicer,  or  an  engineer  of 
aiiility,  he  invited  him  to  come  to  Rus- 
sia, under  jiromise  of  liberal  |iay.  In 
this  way  he  attracted  a  large  number 
of  men   of  ability  to  his  empire. 

()ne  day  in  the  year  1(J97  the  gre;it 
Duke  of  Marlhoi(uigli  happened  to  be 
in  the  village  of  Saarodon.  lie  \-isited 
the  <lo(dvyard  of  a  rich  siiipi)uildei-  and 
was  struck  with  the  appearance  of  a 
journeyman  at  woi'lc  there,  lie  was  a 
large,  powei'ful  man,  dressed  in  a  red 
woolen  shirt  and  duck  trousers,  with 
a  sailor's  hat,  and  seated,  with  adz  in 
liis  liand,  upon  a  rough  log  (jf  timber 
which  lay  on  the  ground.  The  man's 
features  were  bold  and  regular;  his 
dari<  brown  hair  fell  in  natural  curls 
alKiut  his  neck;  his  complexion  was 
strong  and  ruddy,  with  veins  somewhat 
distended,  indicating  an  ardent  tem- 
pei'anieiit  and  moi'e  luxurimis  habits 
than  com])orted  with  his  station;  and 
his  dark,  keen  eyes  glanced  from  one 
object  to  another  with  I'emarkahle  rest- 
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lessiiess.  He  whs  engaged  in  earnest 
conversation  w  i  t  li  some  strangers, 
whose  remarks  he  occasionally  inter- 
rupted while  lie  addressed  in  a  giit- 
teral  hut  not  unmusical  voice. 

The  duke  inquired  the  name  of  the 
workman  and  was  told  that  it  was  a 
certain  Peter  Hoas,  a  foreign  journey- 
man of  ]-emarkal)Ie  inechanieal  abilities 
and  great  industry.  Approaching  he 
entered  into  conversation  with  him  on 
mattei's  pertaining  to  his  craft.  While 
th(!y  were  conversing  a  stranger  of  for- 
eign costume  ap])eared  holding  a  letter 
in  his  hands;  tlie  workman  started  up, 
snatelied  it  from  his  liand,  lore  oif  the 
seals  and  greedily  devoured  its  con- 
tents, while  the  stately  Marlborough 
walked  away  unnoticed.  The  dnke  was 
well  aware  that,  in  the  thin  disguise  he 
saw  the  C/.ar  of  Muscovy.  Peter  Boas 
was  Peter  thtv  Great,  the  despot  of  all 
tlie  Russians;  a  man,  who,  having  just 
found  hiniself  the  undisputed  ]n-oprie- 
tor  of  a  (juarter  of  the  globe  ^\■ith  all 
its  inhabitants,  had  opened  his  eyes  to 
the  responsibilities  of  his  position,  and 
had  voluntarily  descended  from  his 
throne  foi-  the  uojile  ])ur]Kise  of  quali- 
fying himself  to  rescue  it. 

On  returning  home  to  liussia  he  es- 
tablished schools  of  navigation  and 
nuithematics.  In  1724  he  founded  the 
Academy  of  Sciences  at  St.  Petersburg, 
the  city  whicli  he  apjiointed  as  the  capi- 
tal of  Kussia.  He  I'eformed  the  calen- 
dar, ado|)ted  improved  methods  of  col- 
lecting taxes  and  paying  ol)ligations. 
He  0|)ened  up  the  mines  of  Kussia  and 
estalilislu'd  forges.  It  is  said  that  Peter 
"kiuyuted  Russia  into  civilization."

What  Happened  to  Loomis 

It  was  on  the  morning  of  November 
1:5,  1917.  The  sun  had  not  yet  put  in 
its  appearance  over  the  rolling  hills 
that  almost  completely  surrounded  a 
long  n)\v  of  temporary  hangars.

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Clark  and  Lincoln  Memorials 
In  Indiana 


The  state  of  Indiana  ha.s  now  awak- 
ened to  the  fact  that  .she  has  hati  two 
more  brilliant  per.sonages  within  her 
boundaries,  namely  (Jeorge  Koji'ers 
CUark  and  Abraiiaiu  Lincoln,  to  whose 
honor  two  niomiiniMits  have  l)ci'n  pro- 
posed, the  erection  of  which  i.s  already 
under  way. 

The  expenditui'e  of  one  million  dol- 
lars by  the  Federal  George  Rogers 
Clark  Sesqiiicentennial  (Jomniission, 
coupled  witii  the  contribution  by  Kno.K 
county  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  thou- 
sand dollars  for  the  erection  of  the 
Clark  memorial  on  the  site  of  Fort 
Sackville  in  Vincennes,  is  creating  a 
rousing  interest  in  Iloosiers  and  tliose 
jieojile  of  the  Old  Northwest,  where 
Clark's  heroism  had  so  strong  a  foot- 
hold. The  building  is  to  be  of  classical 
type,  surrounded  by  massive  Doric  col- 
umns, and  standing  on  a  spacious  base 
with   gracefully   curved   edges.     JMural 


jiaintings  and  statuary,  as  well  as  other 
historic  doeunients  and  material,  will 
l)e  contained  within  the   intei'ior. 

Actual  work  is  now  under  way 
toward  the  eouslruction  of  the  Lincoln 
J\Iemorial  in  Indiana  on  the  site  of 
Ain'ahaiu  Lincoln's  old  home  in  Spen- 
ei'r  county.  For  fourteen  years  Lin- 
coln was  a  native  of  this  state,  and  here 
Nancy  llaid<s  Lincoln,  his  mother, 
dieil.  Here  in  the  pioneer  environment 
of  SoutlnTii  Indiana  his  character  \vas 
molded.  Hence  it  is  tilting  that  our 
best  eiforts  be  ])ul  fcu-th  toward  the 
building  of  a  memorial  tluit  will  be  ex- 
pressive, simple,  with  pure  truth  of 
structure  and  grandeur  of  scale  as  was 
the  character  of  Lincoln.  Close  to  the 
Ohio  river,  on  the  site  of  the  old  Lin- 
coln cabin,  now  tiic  small  rustic  village 
known  as  Lincoln  City,  midway  be- 
tween Evansville  and  French  Lick,  this 
shrine  to  the  memory  of  America's 
greatest  character  will  be  erected. 

Indiana  niay  indeed  be  |)roud  of  its 
chance  to  play  a  i)art  in  the  tribute  to 
two  such  famous  men  as  these.  An 
e\erlasting  tribute  to  the  iionor  and 
memory  of  man,  these  monuments  will 
stand  the  test  of  time,  and  in  future 
generations  stand  as  a  ghn-ifying  bul- 
wark of  a  nation's  undying  gratitude 
and  esteem.

fellow  (lid  iu)t  i^'iK'ss  what  he  was  iq) 
lo,  ami  providc'il  he  did  not  immedi- 
ately improve  iiis  accuracy  with  the 
machine  ^'iins,  it  was  i)0.ssil)le  that  he 
mitzflit  suciu'cd  in  t'orciiij;-  him  to  go 
around    him,   as    it    wevv. 

lie  nosed  his  ship  u|)wards.  His 
pui-suer  rollo\\'ed.  l'))wards  they  went, 
both  ships  losinf^'  s))eed.  Then  sud- 
denly tiu>  (ierman  went  into  a  loop,  a 
maneuxiT  which  ended  him  below  and 
to  the  rear  ot  Loouus.  He  was  a  clever 
Clerman  indet'd,  for  he  had  seen 
tlirouf^'h  Loonds'  actions  and  had  imme- 
diately ste|)ped  out  of  the  trap.  Was 
there  no  outwitting;-  the  fellow? 

Loomis  looked  around  to  see  how  his 
comrailes  were  makiuf;'  it.  Portof,  who 
was  the  closest  to  iiiiu,  was  having  dil'- 
lieulties  of  his  own  with  a  certain  Von 
yomebc.dy  oi-  Oilier  \\du)se  nanui  was

on  the  other  hand,  seenu'd  to  be  gel- 
ting  the  best  (d'  his  man,  and  Rogers 
was  at  that  moment  following  his  op- 
poiuMit's  dannng  ship  down  to\vard 
tiu'  earth.

When  rjO(unis  reji-ained  consciousness 
he  found  himself  lyinfi'  at  the'  base  of 
a  lai'si'e  tree  in  a  pool  of  muddy  water. 
For  several  minutes  he  lay  (juietly, 
afraid  to  move  lest  one  of  his  arms  or 
lej;:s  would  drop  off.

Looiiiis  waited  until  their  footsteps 
coukl  no  longer  be  heard,  then  moved 
off  in  the  direction  from  which  tlu'v 
had  come.  Another  half  hour,  then  he 
sighted  an  open  field  ahead.  Approach 
ing  cautiously,  for  he  had  no  idea  what 
\ny  ahead,  he  came  to  the  clearing 
There  was  a  broad,  flat  field  and,  could 
he  believe  his  eyes,  not  two  hundred 
feet  away  stood  a  German  plane. 

lie  wanted  to  rush  out  on  tlie  field 
and  climb  into  the  cockpit,  but  at  the 
same  instant  he  saw  something  else.

Tliere  was  a  loud  report  and  the 
German  fell  with  a  shriek.  Without 
waiting  to  see  \vhether  his  shot  had 
been  fatal,  Looinis  rushed  forward  and 
snatched  up  the  man's  ritte.  There 
were  two  of  them,  In;  i-enieiiihered,  and 
a  rifle  against  a  rifle  would  be  much 
more  practical  than  a  rifle  against  a 
stubby  automatic.  lie  darted  behind 
a  tree.  The  other  German  \vas  rushing 
across  the  field  in  the  direction  of  the 
shot.  Perhaps  he  tliought  it  was  his 
friend's  gun  that  he  had  heard.  An- 
other sliot  rang  out  from  the  woods. 
The  second  German  fell  forward  on  his 
face,  his  i-ifle  clattering  on  the  hard 
earth  before  him. 

The  shots  would  be  lieard,  of  course, 
by  the  line  of  men  tiiat  had  passed 
Loomis  in  the  woods.  Some  of  them 
would  return  to  investigate.  There 
was  not  a   niiiuite  to  lose. 

Forgetting  his  wouiuled  leg,  Loomis 
raced  two  hundred  feet  to  the  jdane. 
When  he  reached  it  the  truth  dawiu'd 
upon  him.  This  was  the  plane  he  and 
Portor  had  shot  down  no  more  than 
five  or  six  hours  before.
